changes 
course on 
Sunday 
alcohol 
sales

After questions and criticism poured in 
about banning Sunday morning alcohol 
sales in Crawford County, officials rescind- 
ed their action to provide the option to busi- 
ness owners last week. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, by a 5-to-2 vote, rescinded 
a motion passed unanimously by the board 
in December prohibiting the sale and serv- 
ing of alcoholic beverage between 7 a.m. 
and noon on Sundays. 

Rick Anderson, vice-chairman of the 
County Board, and Commissioners Scott 
Hanson, Linda Munsey, Shelley Pinkelman 
and Kathy Rogers, voted to change the 
county’s stance on the sales. Dave 
Stephenson, chairman of Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, and 
Commussioner Terry Beardslee, cast the no 
votes. 

The sale of beer, wine and liquor in stores 
and serving beverages in bars, restaurants 
and clubs has been prohibited in Michigan 
for decades. But a state law, which went 
into effect on Dec. [, 2010, allowed the 
Sunday alcohol sales unless local govern- 
mental units kept the restriction in place. 

Bob Koutnik, owner of the Fox Run 
Country Club located off of Four Mile 
Road, said he has state liquor licenses for 
the clubhouse and to serve alcohol on the 
golf course from beverage carts. He said it 
has been the biggest issue self-policing the 
country ‘club for golfers who bring alco- 
holic beverages onto the golf course on 
Sunday and trying to confiscate their sup- 
ply. Allowing people to consume the bever- 
ages on the course subjected the country 
club to losing its liquor license or fines.

Crawford AuSable 
School District candidates, 
who wish to seek office on 
the bi-annual May 3 elec- 
tion ballot, must file their 
election paperwork no later 
than 4 p.m. on Thursday, 
Feb. 8 with Crawford 


County Clerk/Register of 


Deeds Sandra Moore. The 
deadline to withdrawal is 4 
p.m. on Friday, Feb. 11. 
The candidate's petition 
must contain a minimum 
of 40 signatures and no 
more than 100 signatures. 
A $100, non-refundable 
fee may be filed by the 
candidate in lieu of a peti- 
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in the region to seek the 
millage. Districts are still 
mandated to fund special 
education services, while 
budgeting for general edu- 
cation expenses. Proposal 
A was aimed at transfer- 
ring school funding to 
sales tax and other taxes 
rather than relying solely 
on property taxes. But as 
sales taxes and property 
values have continued to 
decline, school districts 
have been expected to pro- 
vide more with fewer dol- 
lars. 

“This is one way schools 
can get more operating 
dollars, but ultimately it 
will turn into over $1 mil- 
lion all six districts can 
spend on education 
because the state is under- 
funding costs we are

Powers said.

A 75 percent 
increase would raise the 
special education millage 
rate to 1.218! mills. This 
would allow a ballot pro- 
posed maximum increase 
of .5852 mills above the 
current .6329 millage rate 
pre-Headiee Restoration, 
The Headlee Amendment 
requires governmental 
agencies and school dis- 
tricts to reduce their mill- 
age levies annually to 
account for inflation.

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GOV, RICK SNYDER covered 
a veritable waterfront of thoughts 
about what Michigan should be 
doing to reinvent itself during the 
next four years of his term. Some 
were more specific than others. 

At least three calls for specific 
actions were prominent among all 
the other rhetoric, and all three 
raise certain alarms. 

The new governor wants to 
repeal the present’ Michigan 
Business Tax and replace it with a 
6 percent corporate profits tax. The 
Michigan business community 
generally applauded, because it 
sees any tax relict for business as 
good for Michigan. 

The alarm obvious here is the 
cost. Switching taxes this way 
would reduce the state treasury’s 
business tax yield by about $2.5 
billion when Michigan already is 
facing an expected $1.8 billion 
deficit for the next fiscal year. 

This tax change would deepen 
the deficit hole to $3.3. billion; 
what is good news for business 
may not be so good for the overall 
state budget. 

Gov. Snyder also wants to build 
a new publicly owned bridge 
across the Detroit River between 
Detroit and Windsor, and he 
offered a plan where Michigan

would avoid any immediate cost to 
build it, and even use Canadian 
money to provide Michigan’s 
match for federal highway prod- 
ucts in the state. 

Most metro Detroit area boost- 
ers applaud the idea. The idea of a 
new bridge has been kicking 
around for some time, with no 
agreement how to get the job done. 
Gov. Snyder may have found the 
right formula for action.

REPEAL OF Michigan’s item 
pricing law may be more difficult. 
Lots of Michigan shoppers like 
individual prices marked clearly 
on each item offered for sale, and 
to change the ground rules may 
cause some opposition. 

Gov. Snyder claims retatlers 
could save $2 billion a year if they 
didn’t have to price cach item; 
wary shoppers doubt that the cost 
of buying unmarked items would 
go down by that amount. 

Mr. Snyder claims the law is 
antiquated and unnecessary 
because of scanners and other 
electronic advances available to 
help shopping and prevent price 
cheating. 

Michigan has required item 
pricing since 1976, Now only two 
Michigan and 


Massachusetts — require item pric- 
ing. 

Weakening or repeal of item 
pricing has been advocated here 
several times, always without suc- 
cess. Former Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm scotched the idea for 
the cight years of her tenure by 
promising to veto repeal. 

Former Gov. John Engler, who 
usually had a very persuasive way 
with getting laws that he wanted 
through the legislature, could 
never convince enough lawmakers 


_ to ease item pricing. 


Michigan retail businesses gen- 
erally cheered Gov, Snyder’s pro- 
posal. Unions, especially those 
representing retail workers, 
strongly oppose the idea, claiming 
the $2 billion in retail savings 
would come from reduced work- 
force, which probably is accurate.

WHAT ABOUT © shoppers? 
Personally, [ like prices on every 
item, especially in grocery stores, 
where } spend more hours these 
days than before I started doing the 
family shopping for food, health 
aids and other necessities. 

My view is pretty well echoed in 
i “Letter to the Editor’ in The 
Detroit Free Press recently from a 
Richard L. Cole of Ann Arbor: 


“The situation of scanners is 
irrelevant. We're not talking about 
cashiers having to read the tags; 
we're talking about the frequent 
difficulty retating the item with the 
(frequently absent) shelf marker, 
figuring out what the price of the 
item actually is and one hopes, 
making comparison shopping pos- 
sible.” 

Whether the convenience to 
shoppers is worth $2 billion to 
retailers is open to question. Gov. 
Snyder probably is right that 
younger generation folks, brought 
up on computers and all the asso- 
ciated electronic gadgets, can 
make do very well with scanners 
and bar codes and self checkouts, 
and probably could make it 
through a busy supermarket and 
oul the door without even talking 
to another real person. 

Older shoppers, I suspect, rely a 
lot more on item pricing to help 
them through the ordeal — or to 
some, the excitement — of shop- 
ping. 

Progress has made most shop- 
ping more impersonal, and 
arguably more difficult. 

We pump our own gas and pay 
at the pump with plastic, We check 
ourselves out at the grocery store. 
We thumb through piles and piles 


of merchandise at department 
stores, trying to figure out what to 
buy, while the store personnel wait 
for you to bring the item to their 
work station, Big is considered 
better .... but big is impersonal. 

Perhaps it’s time for item pric- 
ing to hit the dust bin. If 48 other 
states can get along without it, 
Michigan can, too. 

Lots of shoppers will hate to see 
it go, including this one.

Trash deal turns trucks around 


We all remember the 
headlines when Toronto 
closed its landfill in 2003 
and started shipping all their 
trash to Michigan. It was 
outrageous that Michigan 
had become Canada's 
dumping ground, This trash 
poses health, safety, and 
security threats to Michigan 
families and our communi- 
ties, which is why we have 
made it our priority to stop 
the trash, 

The root of the Canadian 
trash problem is simple eco- 
nomics, Michigan's trash 
dumping charge is the low- 
est in the region, which 
turned our Great Lakes 
State into a magnet for 
garbage from Toronto and 
other Ontario cities. Instead 
of using their own landfills, 
Ontario citics started filling 
up ours, Although these 
dumping charges are set by 
the state, we took the fight 
to stop the trash to 
Congress. Legislative 
efforts in the U.S, House 
and Senate got the attention 
of the Canadians. 

In the summer of 2006, 
our efforts brought Ontario

officials to the negotiating 
table and together we ham- 
mered out an agreement that 
Ontario would stop sending 
their city trash to Michigan 
by the end of 2010. We are 
pleased to report that the 
agreement worked. As of 
Decemher 31, 2010, 
Toronto and three other 
municipalities stopped 
sending their city trash to 
Michigan. 

This Stabenow-Levin 
agreement literally slams 
the brakes on 1.5 million 
tons of Ontario’s city waste 
that otherwise would be 
dumped in our backyard 
every year. 

Of all the proposed solu- 
tions to deal with Canadian 
trash, this is the only one 
that has shown a real, mea- 
surable reduction in waste 
coming into our state. In 
fact, more than 40,000 
truckloads of trash would be 
entering Michigan each 
year had we not reached this 
agreement. Many legal 
experts feel that if proposed 
federal legislation to simply 
ban Canadian trash passes, 
it will be subject to lengthy 


court challenges under 
international Jaws for many 
years. One of the reasons 
our agreement has been suc- 
cessful is because it could 
not be challenged in court, 

Canada has always been a 
great neighbor and we want 
to thank the Ontario offi- 
cials and citizens who 
worked with us over the last 
four years to honor their 
agreement with our state. 
While this is an important 
victory, the fight is not over. 
In the coming months we 
will turn our attention to 
stopping the non-munici- 
pally managed waste com- 
ing into our state from pri- 
vate companies that was not 
covered by this agreement. 
We won't give up until all 
trash trucks coming into our 
great state from Canada are 
stopped.

The forest service is now 
accepting public comments 
on proposed changes to the 
Land and Resource 
Management Plan of the 
Huron-Manistee National

Statement (SEIS) was pub- 
lished in the Federal 
Register Dec. 28, 2010. A 
copy of the NOI and addi- 
tional information about the 
process is available at 
htip://fs.usda.gov/goto/hmn 
f/Irm-Irmp. 

As a result of a ruling by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals

Koutnik said the action 
taken to prohibit Sunday 
sales would create winners 
and losers for golf courses 
in the region. For example, 


Koutnik said a group of 


eight golfers may request a 
tee time and a few of those 
golfers may want to have a 
beer while they play their 
rounds. If those golfers are 
denied, they will take their 
business to a golf course in 
an outlying county. 

“I don’t expect the 
Sunday sales from our 
standpoint to be huge, but | 
do expect it to have a big 


impact on our Sunday 
morning greens fees,” 


Koutnik said. “Once those 
people start going some- 
where else, they don’t come 
back ~ you’ve lost them.” 

The Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce 
Board requested the board 
rescind its action to allow 
the Sunday morning bever- 
age sales, 

“If people wishing to pur- 
chase these items cannot get 
them here, they will get 
these items elsewhere,” said 
Traci Cook, executive direc- 
tor for Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. “In 


these difficult economic 
times, we need to show as 
much support to our local 
businesses as possible by 
allowing them the opportu- 
nities to succeed.” 

Jacquelyn Ann Smith, the 
owner of 7-Eleven in 
Grayling, said she was 
shocked when Garb-Ko, 
Inc,, the parent company for 
her business based in 
Saginaw, was denied a per- 
mit to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages on Sunday morning. 
Smith reiterated that busi- 
hess owners and govern- 
mental officials need to 
work hand-in-hand to bring 
all the business they can to 
Crawford County during 
the current tough economic 
times. 

“In recent years, sales 
have dropped off a bit and 
anything we can do to help 
push that back not only 
helps the business owners 
but also their employees 
who in turn contribute and 
spend money into the local 
economy,” Smith said. 

Treece Taylor, the owner 
of Caid’s Grocery and Sport 
Shop in Lovells, said she 
was stunned when she con- 
tacted the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commissions and 


learned that Crawford 
County kept the provision 
in place to prohibit Sunday 
morning sales by the 
board’s vote in December. 

Taylor said she does not 
immediately anticipate 
recouping the money busi- 
nesses have to pay the state 
to sell alcoholic beverages 
on Sunday. But in the long 
run, Taylor said people that 
stay at Fuller’s Branch 
Outting Club, and live out 
of state, will want to take 
beverages on guided trout 
fishing trips and floats. 
Those customers would go 
lo Lewiston or 
Johannesburg if the Sunday 
sales prohibition was kept 
in the county. 

“T can’t afford as a busi- 
ness person in this small 
resort community to lose 
that kind of business,” 
Taylor said. 

A member of — the 
Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce, Taylor said the 
state law regarding Sunday 
sales was poorly crafted by 
lawmakers and never went 
to a committee for review 
so its final intent was not 
clear. 

The final legislation 
included language on serv- 


on § Sunday alcohol sales’ 


ing samples of beverages i in 
stores, the establishment of 
tasting rooms. at wine and 
brandy distillers as well as 
serving alcoholic beverages 
at large sporting events held 
on Sunday. 

Stephenson agreed with 
Taylor’s opinion. 

“This was an extremely 
convoluted bill,” he said. 

Stephenson said — that 
there is some speculation 
that new state lawmakers 
may revisit the legislation. 
He acknowledged, however, 
that Michigan Beer and 
Wine Wholesalers employ 
lobbyists and make contri- 
butions to political candi- 
dates, exercising ils power- 
ful force when legislation is 
being considered. 

Stephenson — said — he 
received a 50-50 split. of 
county residents who were 
tor or against the Sunday 
sales, depending on their 
business and property inter- 
ests. 

“If yowre a store or 
someone that’s in that busi- 
ness, they’re supportive of 
it,’ Stephenson said. “If 
you're a landowner or have 
a home or something that is 
on the river — its quite the 
opposite.”
